and pour Into heated muffin pans and 
bake about twenty minutes. 


Bread Griddle Cakes.—Take three or 


four slices of bread, or Its equivalent, 
cover with sour milk and let stand over 
night. If very dry, dip in cold water 
before adding to the milk. In the morn- 
'ng add egg and soda and a little flour; 
beat weil and cook as usual on a hot 
griddle. 


Bread Pudding.—Take two cupfuls 


of stale bread, moisten with a little 
milk, add three eggs and beat well 
into the bread crumbs, adding gradu- 
ally one cupful of sugar and a quart of 
milk. Flavor with spices or extract, 
adding raisins or grated peel. If liked. 
Bake in a moderate oven until firm. 


Currant Pies.—Take two cupfuls of 


ripe currants; crush and add one cup- 
ful of sugar, the yolks of two eggs, 
slightly beaten, and a tablespoonful of 
flour mixed with four tablespoonfuls of 
water. Bake the shell and fill with the 
above mixture, which has been cooked 
for five minutes—until well scalded 
through. Cover with a meringue, using 
the stiffly-beaten whites of the eggs 
and 
four 
tablespoonfuls 
of sugar. 


Brown slightly in a moderate oven. 


Cracker Crumb Cake.—Take one and 


one-half 'cupfuls of graham cracker 
crumbs; add one-half cupful of flour, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt and one 
cupful of sugar. To one-quarter of a 
cupful of softened butter add two 
beaten eggs, one and one-half cupfuls 
of sweet milk, one teaspoonful of al- 
mond extract. Combine mixtures and 
beat until well mixed. Bake in a sheet 
or in layers.

til the peas are done, then add salt. 
Press through a colander, add two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, one table- 
spoonful of arrowroot and a little 
white pepper. 
Add to the liquor in 


which the peas were boiled, stir and 
cook until well cooked. Have ready a 
teaspoonful of meat extract dissolved 
in a little water and stir this into the 
soup when serving. 
Chicken or veal 


stock may be used instead of clear 
water to cook the peas, making a 
much more delicate soup. 


French 
Turnips.—Pare, 
cut 
into 


dice and cook until tender one pint of 
small white turnips. Have ready the 
following sauce: to four tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, one teaspoonful of salt, 
one-half teaspoonful of pepper and 
four tablespoonfuls of butt<>r, add one 
pint of milk and stir the whole until 
It boils. Remove from the fire and add 
two well-beaten eggs, stir for a mo- 
ment until the eggs are set, add one- 
fourth of a cupful of scraped onion, 
then reheat. 
Remove from the heat 


and add the juice of a large lemon. 
Stir rapidly and pour over the turnips 
in a hot vegetable dish. Sprinkle with 
n tnblespoonful of finely-minced pars- 
ley and serve.

There may have been a hail 
storm or two with some ill effects 
through portions of the country, but 
the track they took was so small 
that the percentage of loss was al- 
most imperceptible compared with the 
whole. Rains fell just when needed, 
the sun shone as if. regulated by the 
farmer himself, the ground, generally, 
was in perfect condition and fully re- 
sponsive. -It Is now a quest-on of rival- 
ry between districts and 
provinces 


which will produce the greatest'' re- 
sults in crop yields and averages. Out 
in Alberta, whether it be in the north 
or in the south, that which gave-as- 
surance, in a well-prepared seed bed, 
of an excellent crop Is passing expec- 
tation, and experts say there will be 
produced a crop away greater than 
ever before in the history of the prov- 
ince, and Alberta has had some big 
yields. Then, in Saskatchewan thtre 
exist the same conditions. The ex- 
treme north and extreme south will 
vie with the east and west in the 
story at harvest and threshing time. 


Manitoba, while not boastful, com- 


placently watches fields of wheat, 
oats, rye and barley that promise to 
set a new record for that province. 


The fact Is apparent that Western 


Canada will have a crop yield in all 
grains away ahead of any year in the 
history of the country. This will be 
pleasing news to the thousands In the 
United States, who have friends and 
relatives farming In that country. It 
should not be forgotten that these 
crops will be raised on land that In 
many cases cost less than §40 an acre 
and some of It was procured by mere- 
ly homesteadlng. It is possible today 
to secure improved farms at very low 
figures, as well as raw or virgin 
prairie.

MOTH UK AND CHILD KILLED 
Mrs. Bertha Bowman, in her 28th' 


year, wife of Allen, Bowman, and 
daughter, Allc'* Mary, nearly C yours 
old, 
were Instantly killed Thursday 


afternoon when struck by a motor 
truck along the Susquehanna Trail, 
In close proximity to the Bowman 
home, near Turnpike, York county. 
A little baby, Helen Bowman, carried 
by the unfortunate mother, escaped 
any injury whatever. She was thrown 
from her mother's arms to a place of 
safety some distance from the truck. 
The truck, heavily ladened with can- 
taloupes consigned to R. W. Strick- 
ler, produce dealer, 
York, was in 


charge of Robert Jones, aged 23 years, 
and William Jones, aged 20, of Bal- 
timore county. The big Mack truck 
was being driven by Robert. Both 
men were placed in the York county 
jail to await the action of a coroner's 
jury. 


It is believed by investigators that 


Jones, driving at a fairly rapid rate 
of spepd, turnpf} thp onrvp, swprvfd 
from the right to the left side of the 
roadway, and struck Mrs. Bowman, 
who was walking on the highway, 
with the small baby in her arms, 
and little Alice toddling by the side 
of her mother. Alice was carrying 
a kitten. The mother and Alice and 
the little kitten were killed outright. 
The head of the mother was crushed 
and a leg broken. The little girl's 
head was also crushed and her jaw 
broken. 


Detective White stated that marks 


on the roadway indicated that the 
truck had swerved from the right to 
the left side of the roadway fully 150 
feet from the point where the three 
persons were struck. He stated that 


Jones admitted that he did not apply 
his emergency brake, and was. run- 
ning tbe machine in high gear, AH 
tlii- Ini'-k jan to ll)<» side of til" rm<l 
It swept bfiieath the limb of a large 
tree and the top of the truck was 
deinxiliHhed. The truck collided with 
another tre*' and cantaloupes were 
spilled over the ground.

McConkoy to inquire into the deaths 
returned a verdict on Monday even- 
ing, 
holding the driver of the truck 


responsible for the accident. Wan- 
rantfc, charging that Jones did unlaw- 
fully and feloniously kill Mrs, Bow- 
man and her daughter by unlawfully 
and recklessly operating an automo- 
bile trwk, were ser.ved on the prison- 
er in the York jail Tuesday. Bail was 
Hxed at $5,000, which the prisoner was:

ECONOMIES IN USE OF GAS OVENS 


Either of These Two Good Types of Oven Will Save Gas. 


(Prepared by the United States Department of Agriculture.) 


A small portable oven used over a burner oa the top of a gas stove effects 


considerable saving in gas consumption, points out the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Baking small amounts of biscuits, muffins, potatoes and 
other foods requiring high temperatures for a short time in a large oven wastes 
gas needlessly. Double walls and, if possible, some insulation should be In- 
sisted on when selecting one of the various types of small portable ovens. 


The oven burners in the ordinary gas stove oven may use 40 to 50 cubic 


feot of gas an hour when turned on full at the higher pressures. A large pro- 
portion of this heat is lost unless the oven is insulated between the outer and 
inner walls. Asbestos paper one-eighth inch or more thick may be used In 
small ovens, but larger ovens need better insulation than this. 


Low or moderate baking temperatures can be used to a much greater ex- 


tent than most cooks realize. 
Preheating the oven often consumes 50 per 


cent of the entire amount of gas and is in many cases entirely unnecessary. 
Jlanv foods could be started in a cold oven. 


STRONG DRAFTS ARE 


HARMFUL TO CANARY 


Songsters Are Susceptible to 


Changes in Temperature. 


(Prepared by the tfnlted States Department 


of Agriculture ) 


Canaries are susceptible to sudden 


changes in 
temperature, 
and 
cold 


drafts may soon prove fatal, says the 
L'nited States Department of Agricul- 
ture. In choosing a place for the cage, 
direct exposure to a strong draft of 
cold air must always be avoided. A 
cage may be placed on a small shelf 


aplentyTor walking ancTmoving about I along the wall, or suspended from a 


bracket attached to the wall or win- 
clow casing. Swinging brackets are in- 
expensive and are convenient for use 
when it is impracticable to fasten 
hooks in the ceiling. 


When one or two canaries are kept 


as pets, it is usual to suspend their 
cages before a window, where the birds 
may enjoy light and sunshine. This 
Is a good practice where the window 
Is kept closed during cool or stormy 
weather, and the joints are tight. It 
may be necessary to line the edges of 
the window frame and the junction of 
the upper and lower halves of the win- 
flow with weather-stripping to prevent 
tirafts, and it is best to suspend the 
cage so that It will hang opposite or 
below the junction of the two halves 
of the window frame. The room must 
remain at a fairly even temperature 
day and night, and in cold weather it 
Is well to cover the cage with a towel 
or other light cloth at night. A cage 
should never be suspended directly 
above a radiator, and it is best to 
avoid keeping birds in small kitchens, 


in any way that sports or every-day 
wear demands, and they preserve that 
untrimmed effect which is so much 
the secret of the dress.

There Is Left All of Sugar and Most 


of Mineral Substances, but Also 


Proteins. 


Whole milk, as every one knows, is 


an indispensable food for the young, 
and even in the diet of the adult it is 
desirable. For cooking purposes, how- 
ever, skim milk is very satisfactory, 
although it lacks the valuable food con- 
stituent, 
butterfat. 
There is 
left 


nevertheless in the skim milk, not only 
all of the sugar, which1 amounts to 
about 4^ parts in every 100, and most 
of the mineral substances, but also 
most of the proteins. The last named 
class of substances is important, be- 
cause besides supplying muscle and 
tissue-building 
material, 
they 
also 


serve as fuel for the body, as fats, 
sugars and starches do. 


Since the nutritive part of skim milk 


consists very largely of protein, it is 
to be classed with such food materials 
as eggs, meat, fish, poultry and cheese 
(though it is more delicate than those 
foods), rather than with such sub- 
stances as 'sugar, which serve only as 
fuel. Two and a half quarts of skim 
milk contain almost as much protein 
and yield about the same amount of 
energy as a pound of round of beef. 


Whole, unskimmed milk has, -of 


course, a more pleasing taste to many 
people, and those who do not need to 
consider the additional cost will no 
.doubt always prefer it. Children should 
always be given whole milk. When 
used for cooking, however, the differ- 
ence in taste between skimmed and 
unskimmed milk is not so perceptible, 
and there are many uses to which skim 
milk can be put in the preparation of 
foods. In the making of cereal mushes, 
for instance, the use of skim milk in 
place of water adds greatly to the nu- 
tritive value, particularly by raising 
the amount of tissue-forming mate- 
rials.

For good results In using a gas 


stove keep the burners clean and In 
good condition, and adjust the air 
shutters properly, advises the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
flame should be clear, blue and of uni- 
form height. The screw on the air 
shutter can be adjusted easily with a 
screwdriver. The flame should be long 
enough to reach the bottom of the 
saucepan, but not so long that it will 
reach its side. The burner should be 
set as close as possible to the bottom 
of the saucepan In which food is cook- 
ing. One and one-half inches between 
the upper surface of the burner and the 
bottom of the pan is enough, in most 
cases, and sometimes less will suffice. 
However, the vessel should not sit so 
close over the flame as to touch the 
inner blue cone or core cf the flame, 
for in that case combustion becomes 
imperfect to such an extent that car- 
bon monoxide, a poisonous gas, may be 
formed.

1. Stephen, the Deacon (6:1-8). 
The early church was threatened 


with disension over suspected partial- 
ity in the distribution ef alms. Up to 
this time it would seem that the apos- 
tles did all the work. In view of such 
burdens, perhaps some things had been 
neglected. However, the church proved 
itself capable of meeting the exigency. 
A congregational meeting was called; 
the case placed before the church and 
the church instructed to select seven 
spirit-filled men of good reputation to 
administer the temporalities of the 
church, giving the apostles the neces- 
sary time for prayer aud the ministry 
of God's word. Thus we see how that 
the Spirit-guided church was able to 
solve its own problems, and how 
church government developed. 
Just 


as the deacon's office sprang out of 
this dissension, so new needs called 
forth new officers. 
Among the seven 


deacons, Stephen had first place. While 
engaged in his Duties as deacon, he 
sprang into the light as an eloquent 
and powerful preacher. So mighty was 
his ministry that the number of disci- 
ples greatly increased; even many of 
the priests believed. 


II. 
Stephen 
Before the 
Council 


(6:9-15). 


1—Disputing With Stephen (w. 9, 


10). 


Certain foreign speaking Jews took 


the lead in this controversy. Perhaps 
the fact that Stephen was a Grecian 
Jew provoked them to the act. He 
was more than a match for them while 
the debate was carried along the lines 
of reason and Scripture. 


2—Charged With Blasphemy (vv. 


11-14). 


They trumped up this charge and 


endeavored to support it by secretly 
finding and inducing men to perjure 
themselves in their testimony. Stephen 
showed in his preaching that God's 
purpose was progressive and that the 
policy instituted by Moses should be 
superseded by the new faith, since this 
was the culmination of what Moses 
began. He showed that the old dis- 
pensation would be superseded by the 
new and that the church would come 
out into the liberty of Christ. 


3—Stephen's Face Transfigured (v. 


15). 


He was so completely filled with 


Christ that his face shone as the face 
of an angel. 
It was Christ shining 


through him. 


III. Stephen'* Defense (7:1-53). 
In refuting their charge he showed 


by the history of God's dealing with 
the Jews that they had always resisted 
Him. Therefore their present attitude 
was because they were unwilling to 
move forward with the divine purpose. 
As pointed out by Stifier four points 
stand out in his defense: 


1. God's dealings with the Jews 


showed progress. 
The end was not 


reached Uy a single leap but by grad- 
ual stages. 


2. The temple was not the only holy 


"'place. God appeared at different places 
and at different times. 


3. Israel invariably opposed God as 


He tried to lead them on. 


4. He showed his loyalty to Moses 


by constantly referring to him. 


IV. Stephen Stoned (7:54-60). 
1.—Looked Steadfastly Into Heaven 


(v. 55). 


This was the secret of his calm. If 


he had looked about him he might 
have been afraid. 


2. He saw the glory of God. 
A vision of God's glory can only be 


seen by those who are loyal unto Him, 
even unto death. 


3. He saw Jesus standing on the 


right hand of God. 
The fact that 


Jesus was standing shows that He is 
actively interested in the suffering of 
His faithful witnesses. 


4. Cast him out of the city and 


stoned him. 


5. His prayer (v. 60). How like that 


of Jesus on the cross. Christ so com- 
pletely filled him that he could thus 
act. 


0. He fell asleep (v. 60). The Chris- 


tian's death is only a sleep. This sub- 
lime scene must ha\e Utally affected 
Saul who was consenting unto his 
death.
